With- 
in a few months Dr. James B. Anguil, 
whan past 80, retlrad ftam the preni- 
danay of the famous University of 
Michigan, after a service of near'v 
forty years, and Mathow 11. Buckhani, 
president of the University of Ver- 
BMmt, waa atill vtgoroas and active at 
the time of his death, thouirh nearly 
80. Instances of great mental vipor 
at an advanced age might be multipli- 
ed by dozens and by scores, but these 
will aafllea to ahow that many men 
are capable of prcat feats of mental 
power between 70 and 90 years of age. 

While not a politician, I am greatly 
interested in the good government of 
thp ffthtt. In addressing this letter to 
you and through you to the people of 
Kentucky I do not .wish to be under- 
stood a.s disparaging the claims or the 
abilities of any candidate for the office 
of govemer.

He represented his county 
in three successive sesssions of the 
State Legishitaro, daring the laat of 
which he was Speaker of the Houne. 
He represented his district in Con- 
gress for six successive terms, namely 
1885 to 1897, and represented Ken- 
tacky in the Senate of the United 
SUtes from 1903 to 1909. From 1875 
to 1879 he wss governor of this Com- 
monwealth. While a member of Con- 
gress he was appointed one of the 
Commissioners of the United Statea to 
the International Monetary Congress 
at Brossells, where he mamUined 
with di^Miity and with credit tha repu- 
tation of his country.

has been spent in 
the public service. His experieni'o has 
been wide and varictl in thi' lidd, in 
the halld of legislation. State and Na- 
tional, in administrative and executive 
duties, and in dealing with some of the 
most difficult problems which confront 
the poliiiiT.I <■.■(. noniist in natuir.al in- 
ternational finance. No mere tyro can 
bring to the diaehaiga of public dutiea 
one tithe of the capacity for intelligent 
work in legislative and executive du- 
ties. His collegiate and ie^:al e^tiKa- 
tion well fitted him fo*- these manifold 
and varied activities. In all of these 
relations he has borne himself with 
conspicuous ability, fidelity, dignity 
and courtesy. As Speaker of the 
House his rulings were prompt and 
impartial. As Governor his acta were 
all conceived and executed in the in- 
terest of the whole people of the Com- 
nuiiiweaUh. Partisanship was subor- 
dinated lo the [lul'lic good. In his leg- 
islative career in Congresa, axtaoded 
over a period of eighteen yaara, every 
measure supported and everv vote 
cast was upon national and not section- 
al lines. An able, uoright, e.xperi- 
onced, clean, good man, no breath of 
suspicion, ao far as I know, has ever 
attached to any of his acts, either 
public or p.-i\ate.

witnessed the death of Buekner, 
and amon? all the assembled of- 
ficials and spectators.

He walked into the room be- 
tween former Chaplain J. B. 
Woodson and guard Block, but' 
neither of them touched him. ' 
When he turned around and seat- 
ed himself the action was so nat- 
ural that every person in the 
room at the instant thought o'f 
one seating himself in abarbar's 
chair. 

Buckne: might have rehearsed 
his part in the performance with 
the officials, who undoubtly were 



pedT threw his head l.-aclv .\;4a'nst 
the rest^ ahnost with thtf air of 
one, who feels himself 8 bout to 
be relieved of some dreadful sus- 
pense, and never (juiveied until 
the first shock of electricity doub- 
led his hands into fists. His lips 
were seen to mutter a prayer 
just as the cap was gently push- 
ed down over his head. That 
was all. 

Previously, during the death 
watch, he had requested them to

MORE SCHOOL TALK. 



Mr. Editor, here I am with 
some more school talk. I have 
just comiileted my annual rejiort 
to the State Superintendent, and 
amonsr other things that does 
not look good for Crittenden Co. 
in the average daily attendance. 
There were 4306 pupil children 
in the census report last year 
with a daily attendance of 1523, 
making something like one four- 
th attendance. There was col- 
lected and spent in the county 
for school purposes, building, re- 
pairing etc., included $25170.47, 
making a cost of more than $16 
per pupil in school. Should we 
have had a full attendance the 
cost would have been less than 
$6. Now, this cost must go on 
from year to year. It costs just 
as much to supply the schools 
for this one fourth of our child- 
ren as it does for the whole num- 
ber. At a little more expense to 
the county this year, we are go- 
ing to have a school at every 
house in the county. This will 
give every child in the county a 
chance to attend a school with- 
out much complaint as to dis- 
tance. I know there are parents 
and guardians who do not send 
thair children to achool from sim- 



ple neglect or inditferance. For 
their benefit I wishtoqaute some 
extracts from the Kentucky Stat- 
utes. 

Section 177, School Law- Ev- 
ery parent, guardian or other 

person in the State of Kentucky, 
having the control of any child 
or children between the ages of 
7 and 11 years shall be required 
to send such child or children an- 
nually, at least eight weeks of 
which attendance shall be con- 
secutive to some private or puo- 
lic day or night school for child- 
ren." 

' 'Any parent guardian or other 

iK'rson fail'ntr to comply with 
the provisions of this act shall 
forfeit to the use of the schools 
in the city, town or common 
school district in which such child 
resides, a sum not less than $5. 
nor more than $20. for the first 
offense and not less than $10.00 
nor more than i'oO.OOfor the 2nd 
and allsubquent offences." 

The trustee of each sub-district 
is the truant officer and should 
he fail to see that this law is car- 
ried into effect he is subject to 
a like fine. 

The requirements of the teach- 
ers are increasing and the cost 
of teaching is going higher all 
the time, and the attendance 
must come up. or tne cost will 
exceed the prolit.

Today the num- 
ber of flics was small in the market 
house. Every afternoon the city 
board of health will use a scienti- 
fic method of killing what few 
tiles enter the market house dur- 
ing the ilay while the doors arc 
open. The treatment will be used 
alter tiie biitclier-^ have stored 
away thei' meat, and the fly pest 
at the market house will become 
a nuisance of the past— Paducah 
Sun.
